New York Banker Asserts 
Would Not Aid in End­ 
ing Deflation

Johnston told the senate banking 
and currency com m ittee th at

bill “would destroy all effects of 
the rem edial m easures looking to an 
ending of the deflation." 
Johnston 
said he also represented the M er­ 
ch an ts A ssociation of New York. 
S enator Glass, Dem., Va., told the 
U nited Press th a t th* parade 
of 
banker w itnesses in opposition to 
the bill appeared to be a part af an 
organized propaganda drive to d e ­ 
feat the m easure. 
Johnston's objections to the bill 
were sim ilar to those of 
previous 
wit nesses. H e said the bill would 
outlaw the security business so far 
as bank credit w as concerned w ith 
the ultim ate effect of

Trainer Explains 
How Wild Animals 
A re. Broken In 


Mise Mabel Stark, regarded aa 
on* of the greatest wild animal 
trainers in the business, personally 
trains many of the tigers, lions and 
other wild beasts for their circue 
careers, after they are captured 
and brought into circus quarters 
during the winter for breaking in 
to the circus routine. 
The way in which this task is 
accomplished is explained by Miss 
Stark, who 
is with 
th© 
Al 
G. 
Barnes circus, which will give two 
shows in Santa Ana on April I, 
as follows: 
"We begin to teach them m an­ 
ners tb s very day we get them. 
They are turned into a steel arena 
and attached to a heavy leather 
collar on chains securely fasten­ 
ed. 
I then take a stout rawhide 
whip and a strong club and enter 
the cage. 
I take a chair and sit 
down in the corner. 
The instant 
I get in the beast gives a roar 
and springs at me. I would be torn 
to shreds if I were within reach: 
but the chain holds and Instead 
of getting at me, the wild ani­ 
mal Is brought up with a shock 
th at sends him in a heap to the 
floor. 
“The beast Is a t me again in 
an instant. 
But the chain holda. 
I keep this up day after day, al­ 
ways moving my chair a bit clos­ 
er to the animal as this goes on 
until I get so close he can touch 
me w ith his nose, but cannot bit# 
me. 
Then I sit there and talk to 
him. 
You would be surprised a t 
the power the human voice will 
finally be made to exercise over 
wild beasts. 
“A fter I t or 16 lessons they get 
so they will only snarl when I 
enter the cage. As soon as I think 
it is safe I try the beast without 
the chain. 
It is a little ticklish 
business at first, but I have plenty 
of help ready for the first effort. 
lf it is a success the first tim# 
you generally have the beast m as­ 
tered."

THE BANNISTERS AND THE LAW 


Mr. and Mrs. Harold Bannister, she who in 
moving pictures is known as Ann Harding, 
have agreed to separate, and it appears that 
they are going to be divorced. 
According to the news and the reputation of 
the two people, there is no scandal connected 
with the affair. 
There has been no cruelty, 
either pht'sical or mental; there has been no 
desertion; but there is enough difference and 
difficulty, so as to cause them to agree that 
it would be wise to be separated. 
They each 
have written a letter expressing a high degree 
of regard and respect for each other. Mr. Ban­ 
nister is expected to get the divorce. 
And now comes the strange part of it, that 
under the law this is just the kind of a divorce 
that is not supposed to be had. The law seems 
to presume that when a man and ddfe can 
agree on getting a divorce, that it is evidence 
of a conspiracy, and the state must step in and 
prevent the divorce from being obtained. 
Isn t it strange that the law forces one or 
the other to go through the fiction of accus­ 
ing his mate of some personal delinquency or 
some art of moral turpitude, to entitle him to 
a divorce in order to obtain one? Two people, 
bound together by the law, may differ upon 
every proposition in the world, find it impos­ 
sible to live together in peace and harmony, or 
achieve the end for which they were created, 
and then if they are sane enough to agree they 
should separate, the law says that it is proof 
positive that they should stay together. 
We are not arguing for divorce, 
we are 
pointing out the absurdity of law’ forcing fic­ 
tion and deceit on people, and defeating the 
purpose of the divorce laws themselves. 
If di­ 
vorce is to be granted at all, certainly when 
both agree that a separation should he had, it 
would be more justification for a divorce than 
when only one maintains such a position. 
But the lawyer for Mr. Bannister says that 
these letters, which they have written indicating 
an agreement in the matter, cannot be intro­ 
duced to prevent the divorce, and so the di­ 
vorce will be obtained, under the fiction that 
he wants it and she doesn't. 
He is fighting 
for it, and she is opposing it, and it will be 
urged on desertion or some other ground, 
which is untrue, mere fiction, and makes a 
farce of the law. 


The woman who waits until after marriage to 
assert her right to accept any religion, even 
if different from her husband's is going the 
right way to wreck what should be a life-long 
love relationship.” 
Several other truths have been stated in the 
course of the controversy over the case. 
One 
of those interviewed said that women have be­ 
come the darlings of the court; another that 
some women are cheats with distorted ideas of 
the responsibilities 
they 
voluntarily assume 
with the marriage vows. 
The discussion has probably made infinitely 
worse an already had season for cupid. 
De­ 
pression made it difficult in the first place and 
now this discussion of rights! 
But here cupid 
has an ally in Dr. Marie Stopes again who 
says: "I can’t hear the word ‘right’ if spoken 
in connection with marriage. 
There ought not 
to be ‘rights’ on either side.” Of course! There 
should be only romance, and a lovely moon, and 
fragrant flowers.

TEACHERS CONSIDER CONDUCT 


A STIR IN ENGLAND 


English public opinion has been stirred up 
over an alienation of affections suit in which 
Justice McCardie Wednesday decided against 
the plaintiff, the husband. 
During the trial 
the presiding justice commented on the rights 
°f wives. 
Mr. Justice McCardie declared it 
his opinion that no man today can make him­ 
self the owner of a woman under the guise of 
a marriage service and that a wife had a right 
to decide if and w hen she will have children; 
to leave her husband; to choose her own occu­ 
pation, religion and politics. 
Yesterday he 
said: The rights of married women to form 
independent friendships and enjoy their own 
amusements can never be solved by law, but 
must be determined by standards of loyalty, 
courtesy and good sense. 
Comfort and happi­

We want to congratulate the principals on 
their action, and the people of California on 
having such school principals. 
There is no

ards of conduct for themselves and others, that 
the teachers of our country do. 
The profession of teaching is a profession 
of service. It is different in its character from 
what we might speak of as the "gainful” .trades 
and professions.

as law and medicine have had striking examples 
of men and women devoted primarily to prin­ 
ciples and public service in the practice of their 
profession, and the teachings of their profes­ 
sion would hold them all to such ideals. 
But 
we submit that with the teaching profession it 
is service primarily, withal.

no cenceivable circumstances can anyone in the 
profession of teaching make a large amount 
of money. 
It is a life of service without any unusual 
financial reward to which the teacher addresses 
herself. 
Their emolument is never much more 
than a comfortable living. 
Their real interest 
in life is found in the developing and training 
and pointing of the way to the millions under 
their care. 
It isn’t any wonder that every­ 
where you find the teachers today interested in 
the physical welfare of the children, particularly 
those coming from the homes of need. 
Many children all over this country, and right 
here in Santa Ana is an example, are receiving 
not only the natural and normal service of the 
teachers, but they are also receiving that aid 
w'hich is so necessary to their physical being, 
that it ought to cause them, through all fu­ 
ture days, to be grateful that we have such a 
group. 
You can trust those who love children 
and young people, who are interested in their 
welfare, who are guiding them into a higher life. 
Our hearts are warmed by the attitude of 
these principals in passing this resolution; our 
loyalty is challenged, and our enthusiasm is 
enlisted.
